borhood of a place of business mentioned in 
a complaint, and when they have any spare 
time they visit districts where insan- 
itary conditions and putrid meat are most 
likely to be discovered. The Hcense money 
from meat markets does not go to the de- 
partment of food inspection, but to the gen- 
eral fund of the city. 

The difficulty has been to get men of 
scientifiC attainments who are willing to 
work for $1,000a year. Five of the inspectors 
now in the employ of the city are on the gov- 
ernment list and will leave as soon as they 
obtain an opening. The government pays 
$1,400 a year to an Inepector, and he does 
not have to pass an examination for two 
years. At the end of his third year, if his 
services are satisfactory, his pay is in-

In 
my own work I have always preferred more 
delicate hues, soft creamy whites, exquisite- 
ly toned grays, light, unobtrusive, and frag- 
ile blues. Occasionally I use a dark red, 


that each artist is free to consult his own 
taste and be guided by the demands of his 
patrons.

To such demands such artists as Lebrun, 
Latour, Prud’hon, David, and Nattier have 
weakly ylelded. And while Chicago is not 
yet in a position to defy either wealth or 
artistic precedent, it was with joy that I 
noted that Gallic conventions did not alto- 
gether prevail.

That Mme. Lebrun received the greatest 
consideration from the directors of the first 
Cook county salon may be attributed in gen- 
eral to the extreme decorum and purity of 
her subjects. It is true that she was once so 
unfortunate as to give sittings to Mme. Du- 
barry, but it is to the credit of Chicago's pro- 
moters of art that that shameless woman 
was not permitted to flaunt herself in the face 
of cultured respectability. You ask me per- 
haps why, if Mme. Dubarry was so rebuking- 
ly ignored, was Latour’s Pompadour per- 
mitted to enthrall the contemplative mind? 
I reply that the Pompadour, though occa- 
sionally faltering in the sturdy principles of 
true womanhood, was a great and master 
mind. Hence we go to see a wonderful mind 
as put on canvas by a wonderful master. 
Could any explanation be more satisfactory, 
more convincing?

I shall not take up much more of your time 
with unessential details. Much of your time 
has been already taken up during the last 
two nights. Returning briefly to Mme. Le- 
brun, I may say that there has been a long 
and acrid argument in art circles as to the 
beauty of Marie Antoinette, and concerning

Lebrun’s idealization of her. It was your 
privilege to inspect two Maries by Lebrun, 
and I leave it to your critical judgment to 
paes on the merits of the question. Again 
the matter of Chicago revision of Gallic im- 
modesty asserts itself. You have been fa- 
miliar with the Prud’hon painting of the 
lovely Josephine. You are now familiar with 
the Chicago alterations and emendations. 
You have heard Chicago’s ultimatum to 
France, Give us art if you please, but give 
us properbhy attired art.“ 

This same lofty and decorous spirit ex- 
tended to the revision of Nattier’s Mme. 
Adelaide. There were many Mme. Adelaides 
from which to select. There is Mme. Adelaide 
drawn through the air by a peacock, a situ- 
ation entirely possible with the resources of 
Orchestra hall. But, ignoring this vain and 
profitiess display, you were permitted to see 
her in two innocent and useful occupations; 
the one was the seeming perusal of her daily 
accounts, the other manifested dalliance 
with embroidery for a centerpiece. Could 
the beauty of art and the nobility of fem- 
inine labor be more admirably illustrated? 
Are we not indeed indebted to\our local fem- 
inine promoters of art that these wholesome 
hints are presented in so fascinating a form?

Before dismissing thie hasty contempla- 
tion of French art expurgated for Chicago 
uses, allow me to consider briefly David's re- 
vised Mme. Récamier. The painting has been 


doubt that the Cook county renaissance will 
be advanced by the same beautiful and help- 
ful influences, or that the December salon 
marks the beginning of an era? Did I not 
see, from the aerie aforesaid, in the seats of 
the mighty on the ground floor, tottering men 
and venerable women, all reminiscent of the 
ancient régime—before the fire—come back 
once more to society to take part in the gen- 
eral spread of culture? For culture in our 
own Chicago is a prairie fire; once 

who can head it off? 

And I noted with approbation, as a truer in- 
dication of the enthusiasm for a recrudescent 
art, the eagerness with which the patrons 
of the beautiful, and the true, and the good 
threw themselves into the voting conteat. 
There was a remarkable test of the intelli- 
gence and taste of the community. Did it 
ocgur to you that even in the warmth of 
rivalry, the finer emotions made themselves 
felt? Did you note that when the result of 
the first balloting was announced Maternity 
led. with a total of 715 votes? Did you ob- 
serve also that Circe, a profligate mytholog- 
teal creature, received less than 200 votes, 
and that the Graces, wanton disporters of a 
heathen age, were dismissed with less than 
ten? Could anything speak with more de- 
cision, more prophetic utterance, for a solid 
and substantial art in Chicago and in our 
glorious middle west? 

— 

The day of our renaissance has dawned. 
The clearing: house certificates of a former 
despondent age have been called in. Will 
our men of wealth and culture hang back 
and leave all the enthusiasm and all the 
stimulus to the women? Why cannot they 
do for sculpture what woman has done for 
painting? Among our many first families are 
models of splendid action or stately repose 
whom Praxiteles might have joyed to pose 
and Phidias would have been entranced to 
secure. Will they not come forward at this 
opportune moment and plant themselves on 
the pedestal for fame and art? Is there no 
Olympian Zeus on the Lake Shore drive, no 
Marble Faun on Prairie avenue, no Apollo 
in Hyde Park, no Dying Gladiator on the 
west side? Must we believe that our art is 
confined purely to duchesses, and dethroned 
empresses, and decapitated queens? Is there 
no spirit of I Will among our men? Must 
pa renaissance be intrusted wholly to wom- 
en 

I approach the conclusion of this paper with 
regret, for so enraptured am I with the birth 
of a new artistic Chicago that I could sing 
on and on with joy and gratitude. A pro- 
phetic emotion within me tells me that for 
the Gainsboroughs, the Sir Joshuas, the Nat- 
tiers, the Davids of the middle west a day of 
deliverance has come. I go to my shop and 
to my brush &nd to my art with renewed hope 
and serener confidence. Already in my

Old Rivalry in Italy: 
According to the story which the young 
woman’s new friends say they will bring to 
the attention of the court, Mrs. Ansolone 
was the victim of a persecution growing out 
of an old love affair in her native land. She 
and Ferred lived in the same village in Ca- 
labria, and Ferreo, though much older than 
she, was an ardent suitor for her hand in 
marriage. She loved Ansolone and they were 
married and came to this country. 
“A short time after they had settled in 


Chicago. Mrs. Freer says, “ Ferreo sud- 


denly appeared on the scene and tried to 
force his attentions upon Mrs. Ansolone and 
was steadily repulsed. Then he circulated 
stories defamatory of Mrs. Ansolone’s char- 
acter, and convinced her husband eventually 
that his wife was unfaithful to him. Anso- 
lone then deserted his wife and never has 
been heard from since. 

“ After the disappearance of the husband 
Ferreo redoubled his advances toward Mrs. 
Ansclone. She armed herself for protec- 
tion. and the next time he tried to break into 
her house she shot him. Her story is that 
she shot him when he was in the hallway, not 
in the alley. 

Appeal Made to Prosecutor. 

Mrs. Freer and Mme. Grocholski were in 
the woman’s quarters of the jail when Mrs. 
Ansolone was led back from the courtroom 
after hearing the verdict. As soon as the 
two women heard her story they went to 
Assistant State’s Attorney Roger Sherman 
with a plea for*mercy. Attorney Richard 
S. Gavin, on behalf of Mrs. Ansolone, had 
made a motion for a new trial, but Mr. 
Sherman said he would oppose another hear- 
ing. He declared the verdict a just one. 

It is asserted, however, by the women who 
have rushed to her defense, Mrs. Ansolone, 
who cannot speak English and is penniless, 
had no satisfactory interpreter and no wit- 
nesses in her behalf. The women who have 


| interceded are confident that had her story 


been presented in full the verdict would have 
been different. They will call today on the 
Italian consul with a view to engaging coun- 
sel to secure a reopening of the girl's case. 


Says Women Are Misinformed. 


Commenting on the verdict, Mr. Sherman 


said: 

Those women mean well, but they are not 
sufficiently informed as to the merits of the 
case. It is largely a matter of sentiment 
withthem, They would like to do something 


to lighten the penalty on this woman. Her 


case is unusually pathetic, and I myself 
would have been glad if the jurors had found 
her guilty, not of murder but manslaughter. 
as they had the power to do. But they de- 
cided to enforce the law, as the killing was 
beyond question premeditated and deliber- 
ate.“

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SPLIT OVER SUNDAY CLOSING 


United Societies’ Delegates ‘Bolt’ 
When Vote Is Refused. 


NO PART IN THE CAMPAIGN. 


Allied Organizations at Stormy Meet- 
ing Keep Their Hands Off. 


a stormy meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the United Societies held at the 
Bherman house last evening it was decided 
to take no part in the fight against Sunday 
closing of saloons. Incidentally the opinion 
wae voiced that there is a traitor in the or- 
ganiaation—perhape a member of the Law 
and Order league. 
The fight over Sunday closing caused in- 
tenge bitterness among the representatives 
of some of the associated societies. One 
hundred delegates representing various so- 
cieties abruptly left the hall after protesting 
against being called, as they said, to con- 
sider the Sunday closing proposition and then 
not have a chance to vote on it. 
When a statement to this effect was made 
by one of the invited delegates, President 
John Koelling shouted: 
“That ig not true. You were invited here 
to report results of your society and not to 
discuss any question. Thie is an executive 
session of the executive committee.“ 


Says the President Lies 


“The president is not telling the truth,“ 
loudly responded a member in the front 
row of chairs, as he arose to his feet. “I 
have here a signed letter from the president 
and secretary of the United Societies, ask- 
ing me to come here tonight for the purpose 
of discussing the Sunday closing agitation.”’ 
Hie waved a letter and said: “ And here is 
the letter.“ a 

Others of the 125 delegates shouted: “ Yes, 
and here are more of the same kind.“ 

The trouble came so thick and fast for 
President Koelling that, after a hasty con- 
sultation with Secretary Anton J. Cermak 
and other members of the executive com- 
mittee, he made this announcement: 

“All delegates present .are permitted to 
make motions or discuss any of the subjects, 
but only the members of the executive com- 
mittee are permitted to take part in the 
final vote.” 

This did not appease the delegates. One 
man jumped to his feet and shouted: “I 
am a delegate from the Turnverein, and was 
invited here to talk. The Sunday closing 
law mts and hurts, and is clearly against 
our fundamental principle—free rights for 
free men.“ 


Delegates Leave the Hall. 


After a motion had been declared carried 
refusing permission for the delegates to 
vote, many left the hall. 

“Tf we are taking no part in the fight, as 
ft has been said, why have we rot repre- 
sentatives in the court at every hearing?” 
asked one delegate. 

The chairman explained that this was in 
order that the organisation might be posted 
as to the true condition of affairs at such 


into the conflict. In that case, it was de- 
clared, the united organization would look 
after the interests of the smaller society. 
After the meeting President Koelling said: 
It was not the intention to consider the 
Sunday closing question. The papers print- 
ed such stories that he would, but they were 
wrong. We came here to organize for polit- 
wal action downstate, and will do so, but 
made no great headway tonight.” 


Societies’ Secrets Revealed. 


The idea that there is a traitor in the or- 
ganization dewned on the delegates after it 
was discovered that their secrete repeatedly 
had been announced publicly and that every- 
thing that occurred in their secret meetings 
goon became public property. The climax 
came last evening when it was learned that 
tickets to the closed session of the executive 
committee had been mailed to all of the 
newspapers. 

In order to prevent the possibility of any 
newepaper men entering the executive See- 
sion of the committee a German turner who 
ig acquainted with newspaper men was 
posted at the door, and, when the migsing 
tickets were presented, he immediately took 
them up and refused to admit the bearers,

New York, Dec. 12.—{Spectal.)—Friction 
between Heinrich Conried and the board of 
directors of the Metropolitan opera company 
hae reached a crisis which makes the re- 
quested resignation of the director of the 
opera house, within a short time, a matter ot 
practical certainty, 

At a recent meeting of the board, at which 
Mr. Conried was present, several directors 
expressed in strong terms their disapproval! 
of the manner in which the artistic and 
business affairs of the company were con- 
ducted, Mr. Conried then stated his willing- 
ness to withdraw, immediately, if it was go, 
desired. 

While no definite understanding was 
reached then, it was tacitly agreed that 
the general feeling on the part of all con- 
cerned was that Mr. Conried’s formal resig- 
nation should be forthcoming, so it could 
be announced befpre the close of the present 
season in March. 


Financial Affairs Oensured. 

Statements reflecting on the financial man- 
agement have reached the ears of the di- 
rectorate. While no specific charges are 
made, it is said that lately a firm of chartered 
accountants was ordered to make an en- 
amination of the books of the company. 

It ia no secret that there has been a great 
deal of gossip about the commissions which 
have been paid to some one by certain of the 
principals of the Metropolitan Opera com- 
pany, and that similar financial benefits have 
come through contracts for scenery. 

Stories also are current to the effect that 

all the money received through the advance 
sale of tickets for the San Francisco engage- 
ment which was prevented by the earthquake 
and fire, was not returned. 
While there is shown a disinclination on the 
part of the directors to talk, it is a fact that 
the board, as a whole, is of opinion that what 
is termed as Mr. Conried’s “ dictatorial atti- 
tude is partly responsible for his alleged 
inability to pilot the operatic ship into more 
successful waters. 


Blamed for Rival’s Success. 
Specifically it is rumored that he is blamed 
for the failure to secure Tetrazsini, Sam- 
marco, and Campanini, all of whom now are 
under contract with the rival opera house, 
the Manhattan, and that he engaged certain 
artists of a caliber inferior to the standard 
which the Metropolitan opera house has set 
and which the New York publio has come to 
insist upon having. 

It is hinted that some of the directors are 
of opinion that Hammerstein’s success is in 
a measure due to the failure of Conried to 
seize eeveral strategic points of vantage 
which would have redounded to his own ben- 
efit and the discomfiture of his rival.

| Gays Pettibone Was pis Paymas- 
ter and Often His ‘Assistant. 


HELPED HIM MAKE BOMBS. 


Infernal Machines Were Prepared in 
the Defendant’s Store. 


Boise. Idaho, Dec. 12.—Harry Orchard, in 
the Pettibone trial this afternoon, told of the 
assassination of ex-Gov. Steunenberg. In 
detail he testified in regard to the deliberate 
preparations for the crime; of his uneuccess- 
ful attempt to end the life of the governor and 
finally of the placing of the bomb on the night 
of Dec. 80, 1905. 

Tomorrow morning a narration of his ar- 
rest, confinement in the state penitentiary, 
and his confession to Detective McParland 
will end the direct examination, and the wit- 
ness will be turned over to Clarence 8. Dar- 
row for cross examination. 

Before telling of the Steunenberg murder, 
Orchard detailed his alleged attempts on the 
lives of Fred Bradley at San Francisco, Jus- 
tice Gabbert, Justice Goddard, and Gov. Pea- 
body at Denver, and of plane which he said 
were made to kill Sherman Beli, Frank 
Hearne, David Moffatt, and John Neville. 

Throughout hig story he pictured Pettibone 
as his paymaster and in some of his at- 
tempted crimes he implicated the defendant 
as an active participant. In every detail his 
narrative was the same as given in the Hay- 
wood trial, but Hawley in hie questioning was 
careful to lay emphasise on the part alleged to 
have been taken by the defendant on trial. 


Efforts to Kill Peabody. 


The testimony. this afternoon began with 
the trip to Canyon City to kill Peabody, the 
witness stating that in going he followed 
Hay wood's instructions. 


Max Malich’s place, where it had been left 
by Adams, Malich,.and himself after steal- 
ing it froma magazine. The powder, he said, 
was taken to Pettibone’s store, where he and 
Pettibone made the bombs. Orchard had 
the lead case made at a plumber’s shop. 
Next came the narration of the second at- 
tempt of Judge Gabbert, in which he said 
Pettibone assisted. A bomb, he stated, wae 
set with a wire across a path frequented by 
Gabbert. He testified that Pettibone watched 
the Gabbert residence and when their in- 
tended victim approached gave him the sig- 
nal to tie a purse to the wire so that Gab- 
bert would pick it up and set off the bomb, 
Some one else came along, however, and 
Orchard said he picked up the bomb and left, 
taking it back to Pettibone’s store. 

Killed Another by Mistake. 
Pettibone then went to the Sait Lake con- 
vention, the witness said, and Orchard made 
another attempt alone. He placed the bomb 
at the same place, but a mining man named 
Wallec came along ahead of Gabbert, picked 
up the purse, and was blown to pieces. 
Orchard then told of making a bomb and 
placing it near Judge Goddard's gate, Max 
Malich going with him. The next morning 
he passed there and, dropping a newspaper, 
stooped down and fastened the wire from the 
bomb into a screw eye previouSly placed in 
the gate. This attempt, he said, also failed.

One member of the democratic national 
committee, a man of national reputation, 
confided to me his personal opinion that 
Hughes, if nominated, would beat Bryan 
“hands down,” that Taft would beat him 
after a hard fight, that no one could predict 
the result as between Le Follette and Bryan, 
and that if any other republican were nom-

there will be somewhere in the neighborhood 
of fifteen or sixteen injured party leaders. 

Practically every republican party mana- 
ger in the state was willing to concede dur- 
ing the day that Mr. Cannon would be given 
the solid Illinois/delegation. The announce- 
ment of President Roosevelt, reiterating his 


+ refuegal to consider another nomination, re- 


moved any small doubt which might have 
existed. 

In Chicago Chairman Roy O. West of the 
state central committee, Speaker Edward D. 
Shurtleff of the house of representatives, 
State Senator C. P. Gardner, Postmaster 
Daniel A. Campbell, County Chairman 
Charles Andrews, and all varieties of party 
managers united in saying that Mr. Cannon 
would be given the delegation and that 
it would remain with him until the last roll 
call. 

The reason for Gov. Deneen’s sudden de- 
termination to start campaigning was made 
known during theday. The governor started 
with such suddenness that the people in the 
first towns which he reached had barely time 
to get out posters announcing his coming 
before he was with them. 

He reached a quick decision because he 
learned that former Gov. Ric d Yates 
proposed to announce his candidacy Dec. 
1. Before the ex-governor could make his 
announcement the present governor had his 
itinerary published and was heading for the 
districts In which Mr. Yates is_supposed to 
“be the strongest. Mr. Yates then postponed 
his declaration of purposes until later. 


Gov. Hughes in his speech sounded a note 
of optimism after noting the progress of 
legislation in behalf of the best interests of 
all the people.

The average man 
will be surprised to learn that there are 
enough cement manufacturers in the 
United States to hold a convention. Al- 
_ though the man who walks about the city 
dees cement used in sidewalks and cellars 
de fails to appreciate the fact that the 
- @ement industry is one of the most im- 
- portant in the country and that cement is 
being used in many new and important 
ways every ytar. 
Ia 1904 the production of Portland 
_ eement in the United States was 26,505,- 
881 barrels. In 1905 it increased to 36,- 
- 088,012 barrels. In 1906 the total pro- 
duction of all kinds of cement was 51,- 
900,4 barrels of 380 pounds each. The 
mount of cement produced in the coun- 
try was 4.6 times as great in 1906 as in 
1897 and its value was 6.7 times as great. 
This great increase has placed cement 
‘eight in value among the mineral prod- 
nets of the United States. Only a small

By the end of next February there 
should be thousands of workmen on the 
north and west side streets removing the 
old, worn, lightweight raile and putting 
down heavy ones on which cars can be 
run rapidly and safely. It is of no conse- 
quence w the Chicago Railways 
company or the City railway company 
pays the men. The essential thing is that 
they shall be at work rebuilding a dilapi- 
dated traction system. 


THE PRESIDENT AND THE THIRD TERM 
The majority of the public are not sur- 
prised to learn that the president has not 
weakened in his determination not to ac- 
cept a renomination. They regard him as 
an honest man and as a patriotic states- 
man. It would be hard, if not impossible, 
for a man holding his views to repudiate 
his own solemn declaration and acquiesce 
in 4 renomination. He does not believe 
in third terms for presidents, and he is a 
man of his word. 

Third term talk came not only from the 
president’s most enthusiastic admirers bat 
from the business clique which is most 
bitterly opposed to him, and from a coterie 
of politicians whose political activity may 
have been inspired in many cases by one 
candidate for the nomination. In other 
instances it was due to the desire of office 
holders, especially those from the “ rotten 
boroughs” in the south, to secure a lot af 
delegates nominally for Roosevelt but de- 
liverable to a candidate who would prom- 
ise jobs for their votes. If the presi- 
dent’s announcement had been delayed 


plan. -If he were nothing else, Mr. Roose- 
velt would be reckoned a shrewd politi- 
clan. At the proper juncture he has 
blocked the tactics of the gum shoe gentry 
who were masquérading as his supporters 
and given the lie to the eminent citizens 
who have said that he was “ playing hide 
and seek with the American people. 

He has not acted in the interest of any 
single candidate. He has done the candid 
and decent thing, and his action will tend 
to clear the political situatinh. There will 


be no question of a third term, and the 


issues before the republican convention 
will be the candidate and the platform on 
which he will stand. 


COUNTY INVESTIGATORS. 

The request of the state’s attorney for 
an appropriation for investigators ie rea- 
sonable. At present he has four detect- 
ives from the city hall detailed to assist 
him. Although the detectives of the po- 
lice department are not in the bad odor 
they were a year or two ago, there is no 
reason why the state’s attorney should not 
have under his direction men responsible 
only to him. A divided allegiance is 
not the best basis for effective work. 

There are a number of matters in which 
the state’s attorney can use to advan: 
tage men not known to the police force 
or to the supposed criminals whose con- 
duct he is investigating. Several times 
leaks in the detective headquarters have 
allowed information of intended raids to 
reach the persons whom it was intended 
to surprise. The regeneration of the 
golice department has proceeded far, but 
not all the abuses of ten years of misrule 
have yet been removed. Even if the po- 
lice department were at present in an 
ideal ¢ondition this would not diminish 
the force of the other arguments in favor 
of a special force of investigators for the 
state’s attorney's office. 

Any fear that such a force could be 
used in any opp ve or improper way 
against law abi citizens is negatived 
by the personal character of the state’s 
attorney, and in any case the danger of 
misuse of information acquired in investi- 
gations could not be any greater than at 


present and probably would be much less. 


The state's attorney has had to rely in 
many cases upon information supplied to 
him by private investigators but which 
the police detectives were for some rea- 
son unable to secure. It has been hinted 
that this peculiar inability of professional 
detectives to detect was more apparent 
than real. With men chosen by and under 
the exclusive orders of the state’s attor- 
ney the responsibility would be his. 

The question of expense ought not to 
be considered by the county board. The 
county is making more money out of the 
state’s attorney's office than it ever did 
before and can afford to pay out some of 
it to benefit the county through that office. 
The safety of the public and the enforce- 
ment of the laws against crime is the 
most important business the government 
of the county can do.

PLANT INTELLIGENCE. 
[From the Outing Magazine.] 

But as the animal is nearer to ug than the 
vegetable, so is animal intelligence nearer 
akin to our own than plant intelligence. We 
hear of plant physiology, but not yet of plant 
psychology. 

When a plant growing in a darkened room 
leans toward the light, the leaning, we are 
taught, is a purely mechanical process; the 
effect of the ight upon the cells of the plant 
brings it about in a purely mechanical way, 
but when an animal is drawn to the light the 
process is a much more complex one and 
implies a nervous system. It is thought by 
some that the roots of a water loving plant 
divine the water from afar and run toward it. 

The truth is the plant or tree sends its roots 
in all directions, but those on the side of the 
water fihd the ground moisture in that direc- 
tion and their growth is accelerated, while 
the others are checked by the dryness of the 
soll. An ash tree stands on a rocky slope 
where the soll is thin and poor, twenty or 
twenty-five feet from my garden. 

After a while it sent so many roots down 
into the garden, and so robbed the garden 
vegetables of the fertilizers, that we cut the 
roots off and dug a trench to keep the tree 
from sending more. Now the 
thought the tree divined the rich 
down below there and reached for ft accord- 
ingly. The truth is, I suppose, that the roots 
on that side found a little more and better soll 
and so pushed on till they reached the gar- 
den, where they were at once so well fed that 
they multiplied and extended ves 
rapidly.

He will then join the list of 
foreign diplomats who have been recalled 
from the post of envoy on the banks of the 
Seine for having made the mistake of fail- 
ing to cultivate social intercourse and friend 
ship with republican statesmen, of having 
ignored them, save in official matters, and 
of having devoted themselves almost wholly 
to the old nobility in the Faubourg St. Ger- 
main, who are at daggers drawn with the 
republic and yearning for its overthrow. 

Count Harry Arnim, ambassador of Ger- 
many, Prince Uroussoff and Baron von Moh- 
rerheim, ambassadors of Russia, as well as 
General Count Mouravieff, the Russian 
militaty plenipotentiary, and Count Wolken- 
stein, the Austrian ambassador, are among 
those who have lost what 1s untversally re- 
garded as the prise of the diplomatic pro- 
fession, and ag its biue ribbon—namely, the 
Paris mission—in this connection.

Another reason why the De Rohan are 
attracting attention just at present is that 
Count Guy de Rohan-Chabot, widower. of 
an American wife (who was born as Misa 
Suzanne Heyward of New York, and was 
the wife of Albert Louls Gallatin of that city 
before wedding the count), is making strenu- 
ous efforts to obtain for himself the title of 
duke of Chabot, which formerly belonged to 
his family. 

One would have thought that he would have 
been content with the illustrious name of 
Rohan and the scarcely less historic title 
of comte de Chabot, especially when one re- 
calls the ancient and proud raldic de- 
vice which the Rohans in the ye of the

But Guy de Rohan, who is no longer in 
the first bloom of youth, being 71 years of 
age, is bent upon being duke of Chabot. He 
Ras recently, by payment of the customary 
heavy fees at the vatican, obtained from the 
papacy the dignity In question, but finds that 
pontifical titles of nobility are not only o: 
no social account in France, but, moreover, 
that since the rupture of diplomatic rela- 
tions between church and'state in France, 


Gisposition to punigh those who use papal 
titles without having obtained from the 
guardian of the great sealat Paris the neces- 
sary Official authority, which is no longer 
granted. 

Accordingly Guy de Rohan has now turned 
to the king of Spain, and is moving heaven 
and earth to induce this monarch to grant 
him the Spanish title of duc de Chabot, which 
would have a greater value in the eyes of 
French society and excite less adverse meas- 
ures by the French authorities than hie papal 
title. 

Of course, all this is costing Guy de Rohan 
a considerable amount of money, and the lat- 
ter is of American origin, having come to 
him through hig American wife, who was 
rich, owning a considerable amount of real 
estate in and around New York. 

— 


The Rohans nowadays are divided into two 
separate houses, one settled im Austria and 
the other in France. The Austrian Rohans 
are the only ones who can claim descent in 
the direct male line from the old time sov- 
ereign dukes of Brittany. \ 

Tove Austrian branch has been settled in 
Austria since the emigration of the French 
aristocracy in the train of the royal princes 
of France on the outbreak of the French revo- 
lution at the close of the eighteenth century. 
The head of the Austrian branch, Alan by 
name, bears the Austrian title of prince 
or Furt Rohan, and the French titles 
of duke of Montbazon and of Bouillon (the 
latter inherited from Godfrey de Bouillon, 
the first crusader king of Jerusalem) and 
also Prince de Rochefort, de Montauban, and 
de Guemenee, all of them ancient French 
titles, duly inherited and confirmed by the 
Austrian crown and by the French crown 
after the Bourbon restoration. 

All the prince’s possessions, which are ex- 


| tensive, are in Austria. His sister is the 


duchess of Madrid, consort of Don Carlos, 
the legitimist pretender to the throne of 
Spain, and one of his brothers, Benjamin 
Rohan, popularly known as ‘* Baby Rohan, 
on account of its huge bulk, came to this 
country in consequence of financial ſrreg u- 
larities, drifted lower and lower, until in a 
state of utter destitution he finally found em- 
ployment in New York as waiter in a Second 
avenue restaurant. 

There he was fortunate to discover among 
his fellow waiters @& peasant lad born on 
the great Bohemian estates of the De Rohan 
family, and who consideréd it a privilege to 
be permitted to act as henchman to a scio 
of his geigneurial house. 

Baby Rohan lived for a time on this poor 


i fellow’s earnings, after having been dis- 


missed from his employment as waiter for 
incompetence, and it was only when he wag 
finally recognized in New York by some 
former friends who notified his family of his 
condition, that money was sent to him, and 
an allowance assured as long as he under- 
took to make no attempt to return to Aus- 
tria. 

He subsequently married in France the wid- 
ow of a millionaire fertilizer manufacturer, 
and died in the odor of sanctity a few years 
ago. 

Another brother, Ernest, was put by his 
relatives in a lunatic agylum, owing to his 
insistence in marrying a girl of humble 
birth, and after effecting his escape killed 
himself when he realized that he was about 
to de recaptured, 

— 

With regard to the French Rohana, they are 
strictly speaking extinct in the male line, 
and are in reality Chabots. 

One of the Chabots was lord high admiral of 
Framce under King Francis I., and another 
Chabot achieved fame by refusing to exe- 
cute the sanguinary commands of King 
Charles IX. on the occasion of the massacre 
of St. Bartholomew. 

In 1645 Count Henri de Chabot married 
Marguerite de Rohan, daughter and heiress 
of Henri, duc de Rohan, the head of the 
senior branch of the house; and after this 
marriage he received from the Fremch crown 
the right to assume his father-in-law’s tide 
of duc de Rohan, by patent of December 
1648; also the title of prince de Leon, now 
always borne by the eldest son of the duc 
de Rohan. 

The cadets of this house all style them- 
selves Rohan-Chabhot, to which they add the 
title of count or countess of Chabot, as the 
case may be. The titles of duke of Rohan 
and of prince de Leon were renewed, re- 


| affirmed and confirmed, by the government 


of the restoration in 1817, but the title of 
duc de Chabot granted in 1775 to the duc 
de Rohan was not revived. 3

Only 
last Christmas Mr. Whitman asked him if, in 
the stillness of the night, the old man with 
the red coat, all trimmed with white fur, had 
tapped a greeting on the pane; and at the 
question Shep's soft eyes leaped, he shook 
his breast plume, and wagged hie tall, and 
barked yes, plainer than a dog ever barked 
‘yes’ before. 

For Shep, you see, was that kind of dog.

Shep was a son of Bozzie, and Bozzile, you 
must know, was one of the most remarkable 
dogs recorded in dog history.

Halsted Street Hotel Housekeep- 
er Discovers Victims. 


MEN’S POCKETS ARE EMPTY. 


One Body Seems Burned by Acid and 
Another Appears Bruised.

The police of the stockyards station are 
working on a mystery surrounding the deaths 
of three men who were found last evening in 
a Greek hotel at 4253 Halsted street.

The police finally learned the men had re- 
tired im the room at 1 a. m. Wednesday morn- 
ing instead of yesterday morning, as they 
first were informed. 


Doctor Explains Bruises. 

Dr. R. L. Owen, 825 West Forty-third street, 
later explained the abrasions on the body of 
one of the men probably was caused by drag- 
ging it across the floor, and that he thought 
when he removed one of the men.from the 
bed on which the bodies were found, the 
head of one struck the floor, causing the 
contusion. 

Dr. Owen said he found a gas jet open, 
and also found a leak in a gaspipe. He ex- 
plained the action of the gas on the bodies 
accounted for discoloration, which had been 
noted. 3 

The proprietor of the hotel, James Pappas, 
Was summoned to the police station during 
the evening, and, questioned by Capt. Clancy, 
Pappas said the men came into the hotel, all 
apparently under the influence of liquor, and, 
upon paying $4.25, were shown to their room. 
Only one man registered. He signed the 
name Facker man. city.” L“ 


Victims Are Americans. 


The men carried nothing, to positively 
identify them, but in the pocket of one was 
a postal card addressed to Hugh Devilan, 47 
Elmwood avenue, Detroit, Mich. The three 
men were Americans, apparently laborers. 
They wore good clothes, and their ages ap- 
parently were 35, 27, and 25 years, respec- 
tively. 

Pappas said the men insisted that all 
wanted to sleep in the same room. The bod- 
les were discovered by Mrs. F. Stamatis, 
4255 Halsted street, the. housekeeper, who 
detected the smell of escaping gas and in- 
vestigated. 

No money was found in the men’s clothes, 
although Pappas said they seemed to have 
considerable before retiring.

On Wednes- 
day Bonga surprised everybody by “ turning 
states evidence,“ and informing Mr. Lower 
that Barstow intended to duck.” Bonga’s 
story was that it Was disagreeable for him 
and Barstow to testify to a ‘‘ framed up 
story that Mr. Lower had been drinking.

Barstow told his experience as follows: 
** I was in the courtroom until 3:15 Wednes- 
day afternoon, when the stranger informed 
me there was nothing doing and asked me out 
to have a drink. We went to Lomax Bros. 
and the man bought and I bought. Then we 
went to Sullivan & Patterson's saloon, after 
which my mind became a blank. I havea 
faint recollection of this man pouring some 
kind of a liquid into my glass. It must have 
been acid, because I nearly died during the 
night. I don’t know how I got to my room at 
268 State street, but ‘Mike’ Loumann, a 
private detective at the Coliseum, found me 
in bed at 6 o’clock. Loumann took me to 
his house and kept me over night/’ 

There is no doubt in the court's mind about 
Barstow being dosed with acid, but who put 
the stuff in his mouth is the puzzling ques- 
tion. 

Barstow Exonerates Hart. 
Barstow testified that he and Bonga ejected 
Mr. Lower, and that Hart took no part in 
the assault. The witness said he was obey- 
ing the order of Beaumont. 

Louis F. Thomas, Sanitary Trustee Will- 
iam H. Baker, Policeman John O' Halloran, 
and Bonga corroborated Mr. Lower’s story 
of the attack, and Bonga also said the oth- 
ers tried to induce him to testify that Mr. 
Lower was intoxicated. Hart denied laying 
hands on the plaintiff, and Beaumont was 
also sure that Hart didn't injure Mr: Lower. 
The arguments in the case will be heard 
next Tuesday.
